Winter visits with 
a vengeance from 
East to West

NEW YORK (AP) - Bone- 
numbing cold spread Monday 
from the American Midwest to 
the East as tens of thousands 
remained without power. 
Snowfall in northern New 
England topped 40 inches in 
one town, and travel remained 
disrupted days before 
Christmas. 

Apart from northern New 
England, snowfall was 
relatively scant in the 
Midwest and East, but ice and 
high wind whipped up snow 
along roadways and made 
driving hazardous for holiday 
travelers. 

Snowfall totals in Maine, 
New Hampshire and parts of 
Massachusetts topped a foot 
or more. 

The town of Eustis in western 
Maine received a whopping 
41.8 inches by Monday 
morning. Eric Schwibs from 
the National Weather Service 
called it “the sweet spot of the 
storm.” 

For residents, however, it 
wasn’t so sweet. 

“It’s beautiful but it’s a little 
crazy,” said Linda Shane, who 
had to call for help when the 
snow jammed her car doors 
shut as she tried to get out of 
her driveway. 

In New Hampshire, the deep 
snow added to the misery for 
nearly 11,000 customers still 
in the dark from an ice storm 
more than a week earlier.

5 convicted of plotting 
to kill Fort Oix soldiers

CAMDEN, New Jersey (AP) _ 
Five Muslim immigrants were 
convicted Monday of plotting 
to massacre U.S. soldiers at a 
New Jersey military installation 
in a case that tested the FBI’s 
post-Sept. 11, 2001, strategy 
of infiltrating and breaking up 
terrorist conspiracies in their 
earliest stages. 

The men could get life in prison 
when they are sentenced in 
April. The five, who lived in 
and around Philadelphia for 
years, were found guilty of 
conspiring to kill U.S. military 
personnel. But they were 
acquitted of attempted murder, 
after prosecutors acknowledged 
the men were probably months 
away from an attack on Fort 
Dix and did not necessarily 
have a specific plan.

U.S. warns Russia against 
selling missiles to Iran

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. officials said Monday that they 
want answers from Russia about whether it is selling advanced 
surface-to-air missiles to Iran, which the United States insists 
could threaten American troops in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

A senior military intelligence official said that while Moscow 
has sent out conflicting responses to reports on sales of long- 
range S-300 missiles, the United States believes they are 
occurring. It appears, however, that no equipment has been 
delivered to Iran, said the official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of the sensitivity of the matter. 

Russia’s state arms export agency said Monday it is supplying 
Iran with defensive weapons, including surface-to-air missiles, 
but did not say whether they include sophisticated long-range 
S-300 missiles. 

State Department spokesman Robert Wood said the United 
States is seeking clarification from Russia. 

“We have repeatedly made clear at senior levels of the Russian 
government that we would strongly oppose the sale of the S- 
300,” said Wood. “As the U.S. government has said before, 
this is not the time for business as usual with the Iranian 
government.” 

Iran currently has an antiquated missile defense system, 
dating back to the 1960s and 1970s, so the Russian sale would 
provide Tehran a much longer range, more mobile and lethal 
capability.

Manslaughter charges brought In ground zero fire

NEW YORK (AP) - Three 
construction supervisors and 
a subcontractor have been 


indicted on manslaughter 
charges in the 2007 deaths of 
two firefighters at a skyscraper 
near the World Trade Center 
site. 

The move capped a complex

16-month investigation that 
exposed numerous failures by 
city officials. 

Firefighters Robert Beddia 
and Joseph Graffagnino were 
found dead of smoke inhalation 


in the former Deutsche Bank 
tower, a building heavily 
damaged in the Sept. 11,2001, 
attacks. 

The tragedy demonstrated a 
series of failures at the project, 
including no standpipe to 
supply water to the upper 
floors. 

The people charged include 
two senior officials at 
subcontractor John Galt 
Corp. and a manager with 
general contractor Bovis Lend 
Lease, the Manhattan District 
Attorney’s office said. The 
Galt company is also being 
charged. 

Jeffrey Melofchik, Mitchel 
Alvo and Salvatore DePaola 
pleaded not guilty in state 
Supreme Court in Manhattan 
to charges of manslaughter, 
criminally negligent homicide 
and reckless endangerment. 
Each could face up to 15 
years in prison if convicted of 
second-degree manslaughter. 
A construction worker’s 
carelessly tossed cigarette 
caused the Aug. 18, 2007, fire, 
but the tragedy demonstrated 
a series of failures: The pipe 
supplying water to fire hoses 


was broken and the sprinklers 
didn’t work, stairwells 
were blocked with plywood 
paneling meant to keep toxic 
debris in, no working elevator 
existed inside the building, 
and an air pressure system 
created more smoke. 
“Everybody who could have 
screwed up, screwed up here,” 
District Attorney Robert 
Morgenthau said of the fire. 
The city had acknowledged 
failing to inspect the building 
for fire hazards, but was 
not charged in the deaths. 
Prosecutors reached an 
agreement with the city and 
Bovis Lend Lease that require 
them to institute major safety 
measures. 

The 41-story tower had been 
dismantled to 26 stories before 
the fire, and still stands that 
tall just across from the World 
Trade Center site. 

The building’s removal had 
been stalled previously by 
the discovery of hundreds of 
Sept. 11 victims’ body parts 
left in the building and other 
accidents, one that sent a 
pipe through the roof of the 
neighboring firehouse. Q

infiltrating and breaking up terrorist conspiracies in their earliest stages. The men could get life in 


prison if they are sentenced in April.

Four defendants were also convicted of weapons 

charges. 

The federal jury deliberated for 38 hours over six 
days. 

The government said after the arrests in 2007 that 
case underscored the dangers of terrorist plots 
hatched on U.S. soil. Although investigators 
said the conspirators were inspired by Osama 
bin Laden, they were not accused of any ties to 
foreign terror groups. 

Defense lawyers argued that the alleged plot was 
all talk _ that the men weren’t seriously planning 
anything and that they were manipulated and 
goaded by two paid FBI informants. 

Faten Shnewer, the mother of defendant Mohamad 
Shnewer, said the informants should be the ones 
in jail. “Not my son and his friends. It’s not right, 
it’s not justice,” she said after the verdict. The 
government “sent somebody to push him to say 
something; that’s it.” 

Convicted were: Shnewer, a Jordanian-born cab 
driver; Turkish-born convenience store clerk 
Serdar Tatar; and brothers Dritan, Eljvir and 
Shain Duka, ethnic Albanians from the former 
Yugoslavia, who had a roofing business. A sixth 
man arrested and charged only with firearms 
offenses pleaded guilty earlier. 

“These criminals had the capacity and had done 
preparations to do serious and grievous harm 
to members of our military,” Ralph Marra, the 
acting U.S. attorney for New Jersey, said after the 
verdict. 

But some Muslim leaders in New Jersey disputed 
that. 

“I don’t think they actually mean to do anything,” 
said Mohamed Younes, president of the American 
Muslim Union. “I think they were acting stupid, 
like they thought the whole thing was a joke.” 
Jim Sues, executive director of the New Jersey 
chapter of the Council on American-Islamic 
Relations, said: “Many people in the Muslim 
community will see this as a case of entrapment. 
From what I saw, there was a significant role 
played by the government informant.” 

The yearlong investigation began after a store 


Associated Press 
clerk told the FBI that some customers had asked 
him to transfer onto DVD some video footage of 
them firing assault weapons and screaming about 
jihad. 

The FBI asked two informants _ both foreign- 
bom men who entered the U.S. illegally and 
had criminal records _ to befriend the suspects. 
Both informants were paid and were offered help 
obtaining legal resident status. 

During the eight-week trial, the government 
relied heavily on information gathered by the 
informants, who secretly recorded hundreds of 
conversations. 

Prosecutors said the men bought several assault 
rifles supplied by the FBI and that they trekked 
to Pennsylvania’s Pocono Mountains to practice 
their shooting. The government also presented 
dozens of jihadist speeches and videos that the 
men supposedly used as inspiration. 

According to prosecutors, the group chose 
the Army post at Fort Dix because one of the 
defendants was familiar with it. His father’s pizza 
shop delivered to the New Jersey base, which is 
25 miles (40 kilometers) from Philadelphia and 
used primarily to train reservists for duty in Iraq. 
The group’s objective was to kill “as many 
American soldiers as possible,” prosecutors said. 
But the men’s lawyers attacked the credibility of 
the informants and accused them of instigating 
the plot. After the verdict, Schnewer’s attorney, 
Rocco Cipparone, said there would not have 
been a conspiracy without the involvement of the 
informants. “I believe they shaped the evidence,” 
he said. 

Prosecutor William Fitzpatrick defended the 
government’s handling of the case, telling the 
jury: “The FBI investigates crime on the front 
end. They don’t want to have to do it on the back 
end.” 

Members of the jury would not speak to reporters 
after the verdict and instead released a statement 
that said, in part, “This has been one of the most 
difficult things that we have ever had to do.” 
None of the defendants testified. 

The government said after the men’s arrest that an 
attack was imminent, though prosecutors backed 
off that assertion at the trial. □

With a range of roughly 75 
miles, the Russian system 
would allow Iran to reach 
coalition forces operating in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, if the 
missiles were moved near the 
borders. 

Both the United States and 
Israel have opposed such sales 
strongly, saying that supplying 
such an advanced anti-aircraft 
system to Iran would shift the 
military balance of power in 
the Middle East. It also would 
make any strike at Iran’s first 
nuclear power plant, which 
Russia is helping to build, 
more difficult. 

There have been indications 
that Russia intends to supply 
only defensive weapons to 
Iran, which would keep the 
sales in line with U.N. Security 
Council resolutions that 
impose sanctions against Iran 
for refusing to halt its uranium 
enrichment and ban supplying 
Iran with materials that could 
contribute to an alleged 
nuclear weapons ambitions. 
Officials acknowledge that the 
sale of the S-300 system is not 
prohibited by the resolution. 
Israel and the United States 
fear that Iran could use the 
S-300 missiles to protect its 
uranium enrichment plant 
at Natanz or the country’s 
first atomic power plant now 
under construction at Bushehr 
by Russian contractors. 

The United States and 
other nations believe Iran is 
secretly developing nuclear 
weapons, but Iran insists its 
uranium enrichment program 
is intended solely for civilian 
energy needs. While the 
possibility that the United 
States might launch an attack 
against Iran’s nuclear facilities 
faded about a year ago, Israel 
has never ruled out a strike 
of its own and is considered 
the nation that would be most 
likely to take such action. 
Iran’s president has said that 
Israel should be “wiped off 
the map.’Q

The system also brought snow 
and cold rain to mid-Atlantic 
states over the weekend, and 
much of the region shivered 
with freezing temperatures and 
strong wind gusts that made it 
seem even colder. 

The cold also added to 
power-outage headaches in 
the Midwest. Nearly 50,000 
customers remain without 
power across northern Indiana 
because of last week’s ice 
storm. There were also more 
than 7,000 customers still out 
in Illinois on Monday and about 
5,000 in northwest Ohio. 

In the Seattle area, hard hit 
by a rare snowstorm over 
the weekend, limited service 
resumed Monday at Sea-Tac 
Airport, but thousands of 
people were stranded because 
of all the flight cancellations 
over the weekend. 

Sea-Tac spokesman Perry 
Cooper said Monday the airport 
had been distributing water and 
blankets and he hopes no one 
stranded Monday will still be 
on hold at Christmas. 

The Portland, Oregon, 
airport also had many flight 
cancellations, though it 
remained open. 

On the other side of the country, 
about 250 stranded passengers, 
including children, spent the 
night at Reagan National 
Airport near Washington, D.C. 
The weather contributed to a 
rash of traffic accidents. Indiana 
State Police said four people 
were killed Sunday when a car 
spun out of control on an icy 
toll road and was struck by a 
semitrailer. In southwestern 
Michigan, about 30 vehicles 
were involved in a series of 
pileups on a stretch of Interstate 
94. One person was killed.Q

DENVER (AP) - Investigators 
climbed inside the cracked, 
charred wreckage of a 
Continental Airlines jet 
Monday, searching for clues 
about why the plane veered off 
a Denver International Airport 
runway and slid into a ravine. 
The twin-engine Boeing 
737-500 still sat in the snow- 
covered ravine where it 
came to rest after its aborted 
takeoff Saturday at Denver 
International Airport. Behind 
it, a 2,500-foot -long scar 
through the grass and snow 
marked the plane’s path. 
National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators conducted 
preliminary reviews of the 
cockpit voice recorder and 
the flight data recorder on 
Sunday, agency spokesman 
Peter Knudson said. 
Investigators planned to 
interview the captain and 
the first officer on Monday, 
but it was not immediately 
clear if that had happened by 
early evening. Continental 
spokeswoman Kelly Cripe 
said the captain was injured 
and was still hospitalized on 


Monday, but she declined to 
release his condition. 

FAA records show the plane, 
built in 1994, had to make an 
emergency landing in Denver 
in 1995 when one of its two 
engines failed, but the aircraft 
touched down safely and no 
injuries were reported. The 
engine was replaced. 

The latest accident forced 
the 115 passengers and crew 
aboard Flight 1404 to flee 
through emergency exits as 
the plane burned. 

The jet had shed its left engine 
and both main landing gears. 
The entire right side of the jet 
was burned, and melted plastic 
from overhead compartments 
dripped onto the seats. 

Of the 38 people injured, at 
least five remained in Denver 
hospitals Monday, one in 
serious condition, one in fair 
condition and three in good 
condition. Knudson said one 
member of the cockpit crew 
was injured, but it wasn’t 
immediately clear whether it 
was the captain or first officer, 
and Knudson didn’t know how 
seriously. 

The NTSB took reporters 
and photographers to the 


scene Monday afternoon. The 
charred right side of the plane 
was punctured by a jagged 
hole, and debris was strewn 
across the grassy slope. 

Skid marks in the snow and 
scrapes in the ground showed 
that after veering off the 
runway, the plane crossed a 
flat grassy strip and a taxiway 
before speeding over an 
embankment, where the tracks 
disappear for a short distance - 
indicating the plane may have 
gone airborne briefly. 

The tracks reappear in a snowy 
bowl and continue up a small 


hill, across a paved access 
road and back down a small 
hill into the ravine, where the 
plane finally stopped. 

“It didn’t really sound like an 
explosion. 

It was more like a big thud,” 
said Maria Trejos, 30, who 
was sitting on the right side 
of the plane with her husband, 
who had their 1-year-old son 
on his lap. 

She told The Associated Press 
on Monday that she thought 
the plane was about to take off 
when it veered off the left side 
of the runway. □

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United Nation extends protection for Iraqi assets

UNITED NATIONS (AP) - 
In a move sought by Iraq at a 
critical transition, the Security 
Council voted unanimously 
Monday to maintain U.N. 
protection for billions of 


dollars of Iraqi assets against 
seizure by governments, 
companies or individuals until 
the end of 2009. 

Iraq’s financial assets, oil 
shipments and property are 
currently shielded by a U.N. 
resolution authorizing the 
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U.S.-led multinational force in 
Iraq, which expires on Dec. 31. 
It is being replaced by a new 
U.S.-Iraq security pact, but the 
Iraqi government wanted the 
U.N. protection to continue so 
it sought a new resolution. 
Iraq’s Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki wrote to council 
members that the government 
inherited debts and claims 
from Saddam Hussein’s 23- 
year rule and has made “great 
progress” in settling them. 
But he said “much remains to 
be done” and the government 
needs its oil money and other 
assets. 

“Oil revenues constitute 
95 percent of government 
resources,” al-Maliki wrote, 
“and these claims have an 
impact on reconstruction and 
the economic transformations 
taking place in Iraq, and 
consequently pose a grave 
threat to Iraq’s stability and 
security and by extension 
to international peace and 
security.” 

Revenues from Iraq’s oil and 
natural gas exports are held in 
the Development Fund for Iraq 
set up in 2003. It has about 
$20 billion, from which the 
Iraqi government withdraws 
as required. The Iraqi central 
bank’s foreign reserves, more 
than $40 billion, are in another 
fund. 

The resolution adopted 
Monday keeps the fund 
operating and authorizes the 
International Advisory and 
Monitoring Board to continue 
overseeing it until Dec. 31, 
2009. 


It extends a provision in a 2003 
Security Council resolution 
stating that “petroleum, 
petroleum products and 
natural gas originating in Iraq 
shall be immune ... from legal 
proceedings against them and 
not be subject to any form of 
attachment, garnishment or 
execution” until delivered to 
the purchaser. 

The resolution grants the same 
immunity and protections to 
Iraqi assets from Saddam’s 
regime _ but not for “any 
final judgment arising out of a 
contractual obligation entered 
into by Iraq after June 30, 
2004.” 

Similar legal protection under 
an executive order signed by 
U.S. President George W. Bush 
expires in May, and Iraq is 
expected to seek an extension 
of that order as well. 

U.S. Ambassador Zalmay 
Khalilzad welcomed the 
progress that Iraq has made, 
saying “the number of attacks 
are down, Iraqi capabilities 
are up.” 

He said the resolution “helps 
facilitate more progress” by 
giving immunity to the funds 
that the government can use 
for development. 

Iraq’s Foreign Minister 
Hoshyar Zebari told the 
council after the vote that 
without legal protection, 
“the functioning of the Iraqi 
government and the current 
stability could be seriously 
endangered.” 

Booking ahead, Zebari said, 
“it is with cautious confidence 
that we enter into a new phase 


of security arrangements 
beyond United Nations 
mandate of support.” 

Under the new U.S.-Iraq 
security pact, American forces 
are required to withdraw from 
Iraqi cities by June 30 and 
the entire country by Jan. 1, 
2012 . 

Zebari said Iraq continues to 
need “a significant level of 
security and military support” 
and additional efforts to build 
up the country’s security 
forces. 

“Our hard-won achievements 
have to be passed on and made 
durable,” he said. “The threats 
to our fledgling democracy 
persist.” “Although appalling 
terror attacks fail to ignite the 
same spiral of sectarian conflict 
we experienced in recent 
years, any premature military 
withdrawals would leave 
behind a vulnerable vacuum 
that would be exploited to 
destabilize Iraq and threatens 
the entire region,” he warned. 
“Iraq urges gradual measures 
and responsible security 
transitions,” Zebari said. 

Noting next week’s termination 
of the multinational force 
mandate, he said Iraq wanted 
to send “a very important 
message of thanks to the men 
and women... who have fought 
with us on the front lines.” 
“Iraq owes you a debt of 
gratitude and we share our 
condolences with you for the 
sacrifices that this historical 
struggle has required. Our joint 
losses have not been in vain, 
nor will ever be forgotten,” 
Zebari said. □ 
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Afghan leader presses 
U.S. military on strategy

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 
- President Hamid Karzai 
pressed America’s top military 
leader Monday on the U.S. 
strategy in Afghanistan as it 
prepares to pour up to 30,000 
more forces into the country. 
Karzai asked Adm. Mike 
Mullen, the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
what kinds of operations 
the newly deployed troops 
would carry out and said the 
Afghan government should 
be consulted about those 
operations. 

Mullen over the weekend 
announced that the U. S. would 
send an additional 20,000 to 
30,000 troops to Afghanistan 
by summer, reflecting the 
deteriorating security situation 
around the country more than 
seven years after the U.S. 
invasion. 

Karzai’s office said in a 
statement that Mullen told 
the president the new troops 
would be sent to dangerous 
regions with little security, 
particularly along the Pakistan 
border. 

Mullen on Saturday told 
reporters that NATO and the 
U.S. have “enough forces to 
be successful in combat, but 
we haven’t had enough forces 
to hold the territory that we 
clear.” 

The Afghan president also told 
Mullen that the troops need to 
be careful in Afghan villages. 
Karzai has long decried the 
civilian casualties caused by 
some military operations. 
Elsewhere, a joint U.S.- 
Afghan operation along the 
border with Pakistan has 
killed about 20 insurgent 
fighters over the last month, 
an Afghan governor said. 

The Afghan and U.S. forces 
taking part in Operation Lion 
Heart are trying pressure 
militants along the border 
between Afghanistan’s Kunar 
province and the Bajur region 
in Pakistan. 

Pakistani forces are conducting 
their own operation in Bajur 
in coordination with the U.S. 
and Afghan forces. 

The Ministry of Defense 


said Monday that dozens of 
militants have been killed and 
wounded over the last month. 
A spokesman said he couldn’t 
give more precise numbersQ

NEW YORK-A former “Sopranos” actor has been cleared 
of second-degree murder in the 2005 shooting death of an 
off-duty policeman. 

Lillo Brancato was convicted of a lesser charge of attempted 
burglary. He faces a minimum of three years in prison on 
that count, but the former actor could get credit for time 
served because he has been behind bars about that long. 
Prosecutors say Brancato and his accomplice Steven 
Armento broke into a basement apartment to steal 
prescription drugs after a night of drinking at a strip club. 
Officer Daniel Enchautegui (En-chow-TAY’-gee), who 
lived next door, came out to investigate. 

Armento blasted the 28-year-old officer with his .357 
Magnum, hitting him in the heart. The dying officer fired 
back, wounding both men. Armento was convicted earlier 
this year of first-degree murder and was sentenced to life 
in prison without parole.

Robert Mulligan, the Academy 
Award-nominated director of

Mulligan died early Saturday at 
his home in Lyme, Conn., after 
a battle with heart disease, his 
wife, Sandy, said Monday. 
Mulligan was nominated for 


an Oscar for “Mockingbird,” 
the adaptation of Harper Lee’s 
best-selling novel, a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning look at a child’s 
world shaken by the racism of a 
Southern town. 

The 1962 film starred Gregory 
Peck, who won the best-actor 
Oscar for his portrayal of 
Atticus Finch, the small town 
lawyer who defends a black 
man falsely accused of rape. 
The story unfolds largely 
from the point of view of 
Atticus’ young daughter, Scout, 
memorably played by Mary 
Badham. Phillip Alford played 
his son, Jem. 

The New York Times wrote 
that in the film’s opening 
segment “achieves a bewitching 
indication of the excitement 
and thrill of being a child.” 
Mulligan was also known as 
the director of Witherspoon’s 
first film, “The Man in the 
Moon.” The 1991 family 
drama, Mulligan’s last movie, 
brought Witherspoon notice 
as the younger of two teenage 
daughters grappling with her 
first love in 1950s Louisiana. 
Mulligan cast Witherspoon, 
a Tennessee schoolgirl at the 
time, after seeing her during a 
10-state casting search.

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
began a holiday-shortened 
week with a moderate pullback 
Monday as investors recoiled 
at bleak news from Toyota 
Motor Corp. and drugstore 
operator Walgreen Co. 

The two companies — both 
viewed as better-positioned 
than many of their peers — 
provided more evidence that 
even stronger companies are 
struggling as consumers cut 
back their spending. 
Walgreen’s profit fell 10 
percent in its fiscal first 
quarter, due mostly to the costs 
of opening more than 200 new 
stores, so the company said it 
will slow down its expansion. 
Toyota, meanwhile, slashed its 
earnings forecast for a second 
time, warning that it now 
expects to post an operating 
loss for the fiscal year through 
March. 

It would be the Japanese 
automaker’s first such loss 
since it began reporting results 
in 1941, and underscores 
the challenges facing car 


companies. Toyota’s American 
rivals, General Motors Corp. 
and Chrysler LLC, received a 
$17.4 billion lifeline from the 
federal government last Friday 
to stave off bankruptcy. 
Monday’s gloomy corporate 
news highlighted how weak 
the consumer is, said Kim 
Caughey, equity research 
analyst at Fort Pitt Capital 
Group. That’s a troubling 
prospect, she said, because 
it appears the U.S. economy 
cannot rely on consumer 
spending to pull it out of its 
downturn. 

“Even though mortgage rates 
are coming down, we don’t 
see the consumer running 
out and buying that house,” 
Caughey said. 

On Tuesday, the Commerce 
Department reports on last 
month’s new home sales, 
while the National Association 
of Realtors reports on existing 
home sales. Economists 
forecast that both will show 
declines. 

Analysts pointed out, though, 
that trading volumes were 
very low Monday, and likely 
to stay that way throughout 
the week. So trading was 
choppy — the Dow fell by 
as many as 207 points before 
paring its losses — and the 
market’s movements may not 
be indicative of its long-term 
direction. 

“A truncated week is going to 
make it tough to generate any 
firm takeaways from trading,” 
said Craig Peckham, equity 
trading strategist at Jefferies 
& Co. “I would expect to see 
sleepy volumes and a lot of 
people protecting positions 
going into year end.” 

Tax-loss selling — when 
investors sell securities at a 
loss to offset a capital gains 
tax liability — might also 
contribute to the market’s 
weakness until the year’s end, 
Fort Pitt’s Caughey noted. 

The Dow fell 59.34, or 0.69 
percent, to 8,519.77, after 
briefly moving into positive 
territory early in the session, 


tumbling, and then recovering 
some of its losses. Monday’s 
retreat was the fourth straight 
daily loss for the Dow. 
Broader stock indicators also 
finished lower. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index fell 16.25, 
or 1.83 percent, to 871.63, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 31.97, or 2.04 percent, to 
1,532.35. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 11.19, 
or 2.30 percent, to 475.07. 
Smaller companies tend to be 
more vulnerable to economic 
weakness than larger 
companies. 

On the New York Stock 
Exchange, declining issues 
outnumbered advancers by 
more than 2 to 1. Consolidated 
volume came to 4.31 billion 
shares, down from 6.04 billion 
shares on Friday. 

Toyota’s U.S.-traded shares 
fell $3.50, or 5.4 percent, to 
$60.88. 

Walgreen shares fell $1.10, or 
4.2 percent, to $24.98. 

Also weighing on stocks 
was Caterpillar Inc., which 
said it will cut executive 
compensation in 2009 because 
of waning demand for mining 
and construction equipment. 
Caterpillar shares fell 91 cents, 
or 2.1 percent, to $41.78. 

Wall Street has shown some 
signs of relative stability in 
the last few weeks. Since 
reaching multiyear lows on 
Nov. 20, the Dow is up 12.8 
percent and the S&P 500 is up 
15.8 percent. 

Besides relief over the auto 
bailout, investor sentiment has 
also grown a bit more upbeat 
after the Federal Reserve 
last week cut the benchmark 
federal funds rate to a range 
of zero to 0.25 percent in an 
effort to boost borrowing and 
lending. 

After doling out hundreds of 
billions of dollars in aid this 
year to prop up the troubled 
auto and financial sectors, 
companies are continuing 
to tap the government for 
assistance. □

Walgreen IQ profit falls 10 
percent on store costs

NEW YORK - Drugstore operator Walgreen Co. said Monday 
its profit fell 10 percent in its fiscal first quarter, short of Wall 
Street expectations, because of costs opening more than 200 
new stores. 

The company said it plans to slow the opening of new stores to 
save $500 million in response to the recession. 

The Deerfield, Ill., company said earned $408 million, or 41 
cents per share, in the three months ended Nov. 30. That total fell 
short of analyst expectations, and compares with $456 million, 
or 46 cents per share, a year ago. Revenue grew 7 percent to 
$14.95 billion. 

Analysts expected 46 cents per share and $15.08 billion in 
revenue, according to Thomson Reuters. 

Walgreen said its selling and general expenses grew 9 percent 
in the quarter as it opened 212 new stores, and profit margins 
dipped due to greater expense provisions. 

Sales at its older stores grew 1.7 percent, with prescription 
revenue in older stores growing 2.6 percent. Front-end revenue, 
or sales of nonprescription products, was flat compared with 
last year, showing some resilience in a down economy. 

The company said prescriptions filled grew 3.7 percent during 
the quarter, while industry data has showed falling prescriptions 
for its rivals. In total, 66 percent of Walgreen’s revenue came 
from prescription sales. 

At stores open at least one year, prescriptions filled were 
roughly flat with last year. However, more customers filled 90- 
day prescriptions instead of 30-day orders, leading to adjusted 
growth of 1.5 percent. 

Walgreen said membership in its Prescription Savings Club 
grew more than 40 percent from the fourth quarter, and more 
than 30 percent of club members are new customers. The 
savings club allows members to buy a 90-day supply of many 
common generic drugs for $12. 

The program was created in late 2007 but was relaunched over 
the summer, and Walgreen said it has been much more aggressive 
in running promotions and advertising since that time.Q

Titans, Giants secure home-field for playoffs 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Atlanta Falcons capped an 
improbable comeback from a seemingly lost season Sunday, 
qualifying for the playoffs as a wild-card team by upsetting 
the Minnesota Vikings 24-17. 

The Denver Broncos, meanwhile, lost for the second straight 
week, falling 30-23 at home to Buffalo, while the Chargers 
won their third straight, beating Tampa 41-24. That sets up a 
final week showdown in San Diego for the AFC West title. 
Those two results were part of a wild weekend that left five 
playoff berths still to be filled: three in the AFC and two in 
the NFC. 

Here is how it breaks down by conference: 

AFC 

Te nn essee (13-2) has clinched the South and is guaranteed 
home-field advantage throughout the playoffs after beating 
North champion Pittsburgh (11-4) 31-14 on Sunday. 
Indianapolis (11-4) clinched a wild-card berth when it beat 
Jacksonville on Thursday night. 

But the West will come down to Sunday’s game in San Diego 
between the Broncos (8-7) and the Chargers (7-8). 

And the East is still up for grabs among Miami and New 
England (each 10-5) and the New York Jets (9-6). The 
Dolphins and Jets play at the Meadowlands next Sunday and 
if Miami wins, it wins the division. If the Jets win and New 
England wins at Buffalo, the Patriots take the title. 

But if the Patriots lose and the Jets win, then the Jets are the 
champions.

He is 
also listed by the Nets as being 
bom Oct. 27, 1987. 

A spokesman for the Chinese 
Basketball Association could 


not be reached Monday for 
comment. 

Yi could be quizzed again 
about his age on Monday 
when the Nets were to face the 
Houston Rockets and Chinese 
star center Yao Ming in New 
Jersey. 

Players’ ages are sometimes 
altered to show them as being 
younger, mainly to qualify for 
youth tournaments. Those false 
ages stay with athletes and can 
result in embarrassment and 
sanctions when they move on 
to greater success. 

The opposite practice was 
alleged in the controversy 
surrounding China’s gold 
medal-winning women’s 
gymnastics team at the Beijing 
Olympics, where China 
entered athletes suspected of 
being below the minimum age

NORMAN, Okla. - Sam 
Bradford of Oklahoma was 
voted The Associated Press 
college football player of the 
year Monday. He beat out the 
same two quarterbacks he 
did in capturing the Heisman 
Trophy — Colt McCoy of 
Texas and Tim Tebow of 
Florida. Bradford received 27 
votes from the AP media panel 
that votes in the weekly poll. 
The sophomore quarterback 
was followed by McCoy with 
17 votes. Tebow won the 
award last year and had 16 
votes this time. Texas Tech 
receiver Michael Crabtree had 
two votes. 

Bradford is the third Oklahoma 
player to win the AP award, 
which began in 1998. The 
others were Josh Heupel in

Bradford will lead No. 2

Propdsitos rusos en Latinoamerica, poco claros 


MOSCU (Reuters) - Las recientes visitas 
navales rusas a Cuba y Venezuela pueden 
estar vinculadas con la guerra de Georgia 
en agosto, dijo el lunes un diplomatico 
de Estados Unidos, quien agrego que 
Washington esta observando los proximos 
movimientos del Kremlin antes de tomar 
una postura. 

En una primera visita a Moscu que vinculo al 
crecimiento de los intereses rusos en America 
del Sur y Central, el secretario de Estado 
adjunto Thomas Shannon dijo que Rusia 
podria estar considerando una presencia de 
seguridad alii y advirtio sobre una posible 
carrera armamentista en la region. 

Semanas despues de que un buque de 
guerra ruso realizara ejercicios en conjunto 
con Venezuela y visitara Cuba por primera 
vez desde la Guerra Fria, Shannon dijo 
que Washington podria sacar sus propias 
conclusiones basandose en futuras acciones 
rusas. 

“Lo que estariamos diciendo, sin embargo, 


es que no se trata de esta visita del barco, 
sino de la siguiente”, explico Shannon, 
responsable por las relaciones con el 
hemisferio occidental en el departamento de 
Estado. 

“Si el proposito de esta visita naval era 
simplemente dejar en claro la periferia de 
Rusia, si su objetivo era decir algo sobre 
Georgia, probablemente no los veremos 
nuevamente”, expreso. 

Inmediatamente despues de la guerra entre 
Rusia y Georgia, los buques de guerra 
estadounidenses viajaron a los puertos 
georgianos del Mar Negro, gesto que enojo 
al primer ministro ruso, Vladimir Putin, 
quien pregunto si a Washington le gustaria 
que Rusia enviara barcos cerca de aguas de 
su pais. 

En septiembre, Moscu despacho dos 
bombarderos de capacidad nuclear Tu-160 y 
una flotilla naval a Venezuela, guiada por el
